And in this pax^ticulor matter, vdiat remains withhold from me is what has already 
been disclosed officially in paraplirnse and was the subject of testimony before the 
House assassins coramittee. 

Tho electronic surveillances of the Cubans and Russians has been disclosed 
officially so I do not see how any exemption can be properly asserted to withhold 
the actual records, x^^^^^^^cul -rly because bothjAra the CIA and FBI have tlieir o\<n 
versions of the content in tlie public domain. 

Perliaps Huff/llubboll did me some good today because maybe the adrenalin helped 
a bit, although I*m still not back to my pr‘isent norm. I suppose that it is the 
relatively Ion period of liigh humidity. 

I do not want tliese terrible people to scai^cgoat »*iuin Shea and I do not see 
how their continuing to ignore nil tliese appeals after he vfas eased out can be 
attributed to hini in any way.
